As soon as 
the result of this vote Was announced and 
the motion made totable the motion to re- 
consider, the veus and nays were demanded 
and ordered, and then McLane of Maryland 
moved that the House adjourn, upon which 
moon yeas and nays were also de- 
ma d ahd ordered. All this, of course, was 
filibustering. The motion to adjourn was 
voted down—174 to 8l—about twenty-eight 
Democrats voting with the Republicans 
solidly against it. The motion to reconsider 
was then tabled by a vote of 156 to 21, where 
upon Blackburn made a point of order 
against the rule. He went onto argue that 
it was aradical and revolutionary proposi- 
tion and an arbitrary procedure. it was pro- 
posed to send to a conference committee a 
bill every word and syllable of which was 
new except the enacting clause. Muvureover, 
this was notaruleatall. It was legislation. 
If 208 Representatives should vote agailist it 
it would not count anything, simply because 
the gag feature of the resolution does not al- 
low the negative vote any effect. ‘For my- 
self,” said Blackburn, “ 1 declare that 1 have 
no purpose to obstruct tariif legisiation. | 
do not want to make any threats; because I 
do not mean anv threats, and our side does 
not.”” Blackburn intimated, however, that. 
if the House is to be stripped of its constitu- 
tional prerogatives in the matter of originating 
tariff legislation, av opportunity must at least 
be granted to vote to concur in the proposed 
legislation. This resolution cut off that vote. 
It was a mere makeshift, he declared, to 
meet a party exigency, and it was a parlia- 
mentary trick. 

Keiter overruled the point ot order, of 
course. In doing so his rhetoric was greatly 
confused, and, with a great deal of earnest- 
ness, he announced: “ The lesser certainly 
includes the greater’’—a declaration which 
sent a ripple of laughter over the House. 

Blackburn appealed from the decision of the 
Speaker, and, pending the appeal, the House 
took a recess until 7:50 this evening, 

THE SITUATION AT DARK. 

All day the two parties in the. House were 
drawn up in line of battle on the tariff, each 
struggling for position. Their appearance 
did not accurately represent their purposes. 
One fact is clear beheath the surface to all 
careful observers—the majority of both par- 
ties desire to have the ‘Tariff bill defeated, 
and neither party has the courage to avow 
its real sentiment. It'is &@ play for position. 
it is the politician’s trick. In the Demo- 
cratic party Mr. Carlisle, ambitious for the 
Speakershiv, thinks that his candidacy would 
be strengthened if no ‘Tariff bill should be 
enacted. Mr. Randall, also ambitious. for 
the Speakership, and representing a very 
different school of tariff views. desires to 
avoid a vote wipon the Tariff bill. On the 
Republican side, Judge Kelley says thata 
motion to concurin the Senate Finance bill 
shall never be carried, while those Revub- 
licans who represent conservative views on 
the tarifi question are of opinion that no bill 
can be passed unless it shall be the Senate 
bill. In this conflict of views the two parties 
were brought face to face today. The meas- 
ure, it has been assumed, could not be 
reached without achange of the rule. This 
assumption is not sustained by the facts. 
The measure could be reached without a 
change of the rule, and there is good reason 
to believe that it could have been passed 
without a change of the rule; that a simple 
motion to concur, made in accordance with 
the spirit of the rules which have existed 
from the organization ot the Governinent, 
and which arein harmony with the Consti- 
tution, would have prevailed by a union of 
Democratic and Republican votes. But this 
was not the purpose of those who planned 
the newrule. ‘That purpose was to prevent 
any such action. ‘The effect of the rule was 
very elearly described by Biackburn: “ You 
dare not allow a voteto be taken tpon the 
Senate amendments to that Tax and ‘Tariff 
bill.” The statement was the truth. The 
rule had been devised to prevent that, and 
the rule, as he maintained, was a revolution- 
ary and arbitrary measure. It was made for 
a specific purpose, und had no piace in the 

y of the rules at all. Theargument on the 
merits of the rule was entirely upon the 
Democratic side. The Republicans made no 
pretense to justify it except as a meas- 
mre of assumed necessity. But it was 
not a measure neces*ary to any orderly pro- 
cedure. ‘The orderly method was to proceed 
to consider the bill upon the Speaker’s table, 
and to vote to concur or to non-concur. It 
cannot be learned that any obstructions 
would have been made by the Democrats to 
this course. The object to which their dila- 
tory movement was directed was to induce 
or to force the Republicans to insert in the 
rule a provision that the vote might be taken 
oa a motion to concur as well as on a mo- 
ti to non-concur. But it was that 
very motion which the protectionist framers 
of the resolution sought to avoid, The rule 
was the device of those who are determined 
that the Senate bill under no circumstances 
shall become a law. Bad ws the Senate Dill 
may be, there is no assurance that any bill 
that the committee of conference may agree 
upon would be any better. The changes

There was 
a look of determination upon the faces of the 
Republicans, and the Demoé¢rats were not 
less serious and earnest. ‘The last Monday 
ot the Congress had passes and the two 
parties were in line of battle with the great 
tariff question before them, both seeking 
party advantage—both determined that the 
other should not win. The froil-call, which 
had been pending at the time of the after- 
noon adjournment, was completed, and the 
appeal from the decision of the Chair was 
lost, the Chair being sustained by a vote of 
116 to 9%. The vote was not large enough to 

romise Republican success. Mr, Reed, the 

publican leader, who was endeavoring 
to press through the rale Grawn up 
by Mr. Robinson, of Massachusetts, as a 
substitute for Kasson’s original plan, rose. 
His portly form immediately commanded 
silence on the Republiean side. He moved 
the previous question on the question of con- 
sideration of the proposition to change the 
rules; ‘There was no offer te debate on his 
part.

From this decision Car- 
lisle appealed. Carlisile’s motion was laid on 
the table by a large majority. The rule was 
then discussed on its merits. A shrill, piping 
voice was heard from the Democratic side 
saying: “*‘A crime is being committed.”

He would give the otner side 
to understand that, if they passed 
the rule—if rule it be—they must do it with- 
out him. The Republican party must be re- 
sponsible for it. Reed admitted that the 
proceedings were unasual, but the ne- 
cessity was unusual. He charged the 
Democrats with systematic obstruction of the 
Revenue bill from the first day it was 
brought up in the House. Hé said that the 
origin of the clamor which was pressing 
Congress today was in the offices of the busi- 
ness-ien of the country, Who were afraid to 
leave the revision of the tariff to a Demo- 
cratic Congress, which was elected by mis- 
take. This created great laughter. All 
parliamentary dilatory motions having been 
exhausted, the House was brought to a 
direct vote upon the advption of the 
proposed new rule. As the roll-call pro- 
ceeded the Democrats withheld their votes, 
making good the threat of Biackburn that it 
the rule was to pass it should not be with his 
aid. ‘he agreement of the Democratic Steer- 
ing Committee was that the Democrats 
should filibuster to the last extremity against 
the adoption of the rule, uniess the Repub- 
licans should consent to have the rule 
amended so as to permit the motion to con- 
cur in the Senate bill to be made. This mo- 
tion was made by Carlisle, but ruled out. So 
the prospect at 10:30 o’clocK is a iong filibus- 
tering contest, the end of which no one can 
tell, but the certain result of which, if it is 
to be long-protracted, will be the defeat of 
all tariff iegislation by this Congress. 


AFTER 10:30 AND UNTIL ADJOURNMENT, 
HALF AN HOUR LATER—THE LATEST OUT-

The debate upon the merits of the rule was 
animated, Cox, Blackburn, and House de 
nounced itas acrime and and an outrage. 
They declared that the injustice should never 
be consummated if they could prevent it by 
withholding their votes. This was.the first 
public announcement that the Democrats 
had broken their good resolution not to fili- 
buster. The yeas and nays having been de- 
manded, the Democrats, with eight excep- 
tions, withheld their ‘votes As soon 
as the result upon th adoption 
of the rule was announced—120 to W— 
there were ioud cries of “No quorum!” 
trom the Democratic benches. A call of the 
liouse was ordered. The Democrats who 
declined to filibuster, by withholding their 
votes, but Who voted in the negative, were 
Beach, Ermentrout, Hardenbergh, Ladd, 
Morse, Speer, Whitthorne. and Wise of 
Pennsylvania.. The Republicans who voted 
in the negative were Bayne, Campbell, Dar- 
rall, Fisher, Harmer, Miller, Ritchie, and 
Walker. Four Greenbackers voted in the 
negative, These negative Republican votes 
were all cast by those who have declared 
themselves opposed to any tariff legis- 
lation.

‘The time never has been before 
in the history of parliamentary legislation in 
this country when the right to vote upon 
concurrence was refused. Lt was charged 
at the time that the new rule was proposed 
as a means of sending the bill to a cunfer- 
ence: t the scheme was devised in the in- 
terests of the extreme protectionists, who 
wish to have all tariff bills fail, and to keep 
the existing law as it is, with the tariff as an 
issue for years to come, The situation to- 
night is, in short, what it has seemed 
to be for two weeks—that no Tariff bill can 
be passed unless it is the Senate bill, and 
that the disposition of the Republican major- 
ity in the House is against the Senate bill. 
Some very short parliamentary turns can be 
made in a few hours, and it is not impossible 
that the Senate bij} may yet be but it 
seems impossible tontght. 

LIOW THE PROTECTIONISTS TALK. 

The argument of the Pennsylvania pro- 
tectionists in favor of the conference is this: 
* The Senate conferees will make some con- 
cessions, and are certain toextend important 
ones in classification. This alone insures an 
improvement on the Senate bill. The con- 
ditions of a conference always make it pos- 
sible to put the text ofa bill into a sounder, 
better shape than when amendments are 
made on the instant on the floor in the .heat 
of debate. The conference committee al- 
ways secures a certain ascendency by virtue 
of its pesition, which gives it unusual 
power in keeping the House up 
to the mark. Most important of all, with 
the life of the session numbered by hours 
and a Speaker strongly protectionist, if the 
strong wing of sound protectionists are 
brought face to face with an unsatisfactory 
bill they could stili defeat it by filibustering. 
The accidents of the closing hours of a Ses- 
sion are many, and they are ali in favor of no 
bill. if the new rule’is adopted the entire 
work of altering and amending the Senate 
bill will rest with ten men. Of these 
Speaker Keifer will select five under cer- 
tain limitations. Three must be Republicans 
and two Democrats. By inflexible usage 
Judge Kelley is certain to be Chairman; by 
usage aimost as rigid, Dut in rare cases over- 
ridden, Carlisle will be the leading one of 
the two Democrats. At this point discretion 
really begins. The other Democrat may be 
a free-trader like Morrison or Tucker, ora 
protectionist ijike Randall or Spear of 
Georgia, and the Speaker, whe is 2 Strong 
protectionist, has the same parliamentary 
right to put a Democratic protectionist on 
the conference committee as he had to put 
two such men on the Committee of Ways 
and Means. The Speaker’s power is 
ample, and his purpose to do all in his power 
to secure a bill with Llouse rates has been 
clearly expressed by bim, The remaining 
two Kepublicans must be picked practically 
from four men—Haskell, McKinley, Russell, 
and Kassov. KErrett is barred, because he is 
from Pennsylvania, the same State as the 
Chairman. Dunnell is rendered ineligible 
by his free-trade views. Speaker Keifer’s 
clroice is limitell, then, to two out of a possi- 
biefour. » 

THE BEXT TWENTY-FOUR HOURS. 

Washington for the next twenty-four 
hours will teem with predictions, but it is 
not likely that any definit results will be 
knowp. if htussell, of Massachusetts, goes 
on atall, it will be to represent the textile in- 
interests, and these are already amply pro- 
tected by the presence of Senator Aldrich on 
the Senate end of the committee. Ihe con- 
ference committee report will need 
strongest ahd most vigorous. defense on the 
floor before it passes the House, and the 
natural selection of debate has shown that 
Haskell ean give this more aegeey 4 than 
any othermember of the Ways and Means.

YELLOWSTONE PARK, 
THE EVILS OF ALLOWING A SYNDICATE TO 
GET IN. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.}— 
D. B. Sackeit, Inspector-General, has writ- 
ten a letter to Senator Vest in opposition to 
the lease of Yellowstone Park to the Rufus 
Hatch syndicate, from which the tollowing 


are extracts: 

I would regret exeeedingly to sce extensive 
privileges of the kind set forth in the * agree- 
ment’’ ceded to any company. [am quite posi- 
tive that the traveling public would derive very 
few advantages or benelits through the medium 
of such acbuarter. On the contrary, | believe 
the pleasure of a visit to these points of in- 
terest would be seriously impaired. 
seven grauts of land mentioned in the 
lease cover ail and every point of iaterest with- 
in the limits of the park. The labor and expense 
of surveys could be saved by making a single 
grant of land to this company: and making the 
limits of the park the limits of the grant. Few 
persons Visiting the park would wisb to remain 
longer than two or three days either at the Yel- 
iowstone Falls, Yellowstone Lake, or the Upper 
Geyser Basin. ‘These three points are the great 
attractions. A vist of a few hours 
at the other points would satisfy most 
people. After a few days stay {n 
the park, most persons are anxious to get out to 
where pure, cool drinking water can be bad. 
Large hotels would not be prolitabie, nor are 
they needed. Ali that is required is a coofort- 
able place where aciean bed and a reasonably 
good meai can be obtained. This can be ac- 
complisoed by ceding to persons privileges 
similar to those grauted to post-traders at wili- 
tary posts. The trader is ziven sufficient ground 
upon which to erect a store and dwelling, and at 
the expiration of his term of service he is 
privileged to remove bis buildings or to dispose 
of them to bis successor. He has in no way a 
possibie claim against the Government. Under 
the proposed lease | fear there would be no end 
to such ciaims. . Asingie troop of caval- 
ry sevt to the park for two and a half months 
each summer would afford aii the protecuon 
needed for the extinguishment of forest fires 
and for the protection of the cones and geysers, 
and this could be done with little or no expeuse 
to the War Department, and certainly with 
none to the Department of the Inte- 
rior. . . . he tirst time I entered the 
Y¥ osemite, I made the trip on the back of a mule. 
Now visitors enter that famous valley in tne 
four-horse coaches. No extensive grants of 
land and extraordinary privileges were required 
to produce this great change fur the comfort of 
travelers, nor are such grants and privileges 
needed to bring about a similar change to enabic 
persons to reach the Yellowstone Park and its 
wonders. From all parts of Montana and Idaho 
whole families visit these wooders, using their 
own teams and wagons, and bringing with 
them all the conveniences for camping. 
This last summer i saw a number 
of these bappy parties encamped within 20 
yards of “Oid Faithful.” Should this lease for 
640 acres of iand eround “Old Faithful” be 
made I fear these good people will tind no spot 
near this grandest of weysers on which they will 
be permitted to piteb their tents, nor will they 
be able to finda place for the purpose within 
the upper geyser basin, asthe (40-acre gran 
would cover every foot of ground in the basin. 
The iease that would deny persons the privilexe 
of pitching their tents wherever they 
like within the limit of the Yellowstene Park 
would be a sbame and outrage. Under the 
terms of this proposed lease a person traveling 
witb bis own conve; ance might not be permitted 
to enter the park. These grants of land are 
obstructions, as they bar every road leading 
into the park. . . 1 will state here 
it has been my good fortune to accompany Gen. 
Sheridan on his two trips to the Yellowstone, 
and I can state, further, that not in a solitary 
instance was a tire started from camp-iires, 


careiesness, or otherwise.

IMPERFECT TITLES. 
CLAIMANTS FOR VALUABLE REAL ESTATE 
AT THE CAPITAL. 

Wasnmineton, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Cleveland 
Leader.|—Lawyers are here from Pittsburg 
searching for deeds which they claim involve 
the title to hundreds of millions of property 
in Washington City. The tract questioned 
consists of 450 acres in the heart of the Capital, 
including probably the Ebbitt House, the 
Treasury, the Corcoran Gallery, the White 
House, and other ground, every inch of 
which is very valuable, This land, it is 
claimed, was deeded to one Biackamore by 
the English Crown away back in the last cent- 
-.ury, and long before the Deciaration of Inde- 
pendence. In 1776 a ninety-nine-year lease 
was issued to other parties, and they took pos- 
session of the land. At this time the land was 
comparatively valueless, and when in, 1790 
the United States Congress in New York 
decided to make the ten miles square of the 
District of Columbia their National Capital 
its tithe was not questioned when the then 
holders transferred it to the United States. 
But in 1808, when the United State§-Com- 
missioners Bealle, Forrest, and White, ap- 
pointed to perfect the titles to property in 
the District, made their report, they declared 
certain tities imperfect, and among Wiese 
were the lands in question. ‘The lands were 
\ then settled upon, but as no questions were 
asked they were sold and resold; and years 


But in 1876 the ninety- 
nine-year lease to these lands expired. ‘The 
heirs of Blackamore living in Pittsburg dis- 

vered references to the property. ‘Chey 
claim the jessees in 1790 could not grant a 
title farther than to 1876. The United States, 
»btaining an imperfect title, could not grant 
i perfect one, and that now the property 
must legally revert these Pittsburg peo- 
ple. These lawyers are here searching the 
records and archives of. the Union fer the 
copy of the lease. A Washington lawyer 
claims to have full knowledge of the case, 
but refuses to tell wliere the papers nay be 
found until the heirs will throw the whole 
case into his hands. 

Another heir to Washington property is 
Samuel B. Edmunston, of St. Louis, whois 
advertising a reward of $5,000 fur the pavers 
above mentioned, in the Washington Star. 
He claims that his greatgrandfather leased 
350 acres of land, on part of which the United 
States Arsenal is, for ninety-nine years, to 
Notely Young; that Young transferred this 
to the Government, that the Government’s 
ownership expired in 1876, and that now he 
is entitled to the property as the greatgrand- 
son of his greatgrandfather. 


NOTES. 
: ALABAMA CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.}— 
The Court of Alabama Claims this morning 
decided the case of Samuel A Stevens, of 
Béston. This was brought as atest case to 
decide several important points relative to 
the powers of attorney and assignments in 
‘$ War-premium cases. The court holds that 
these claims are against the United States 
and not against the Geneva fund, which is 
covered into the Treasury and not different 
from other money in the Treasury. For this 
-Feason the court deciies that the claims 
come within the act of 1854, and that any 
transfer or assignment, ora power of attor- 
ney, or order for receiving payment of them, 
made after the passage of the act of..June 5, 
1882, and before their allowance and the 
issuing of warrants for their payment,are ab- 
svlutely null and void.

SPRINGFIELD, Ll, Feb, %.—[Special.}— 
Monday in the House was quite as much of 
an off day as usual. Fifty-two members, or 
about the average attendance for the first 
day in the week, put in an appearance and, 
of course, did no business. Mr. Fuller re- 
newed his point of order, raised on Saturday, 
that a motion to suspend the rules was out of 
order so long as the matter just now pending 
remains undisposed of. ‘The Speaker for- 
mally sustained the point of order, and re- 
ferred to Cushing, which he had been 
carefully considering in the mean- 
time, to sustain his position. The 
Speaker decided, in brief, that a suspension 
of the rules could not be had while tile 
House was acting under a special order, It- 
self brought about by a suspension of the 
rules, or when the House was already acting 
directly under a suspension ot the rules. In 
making his decision, it appears, the Speaker 
was under the impression that the Kiupp 
resolution had been made a special order. He 
subsequently discovered that this was a mis 
take, but his decision held good for the rea- 
son that the llouse, in order to take up the 
Klupp resolution, had suspended the rules and 
abandoned. the order of bills on third 
reading. The effect of the decision, of course, 
is to bar outany other business, even by a 
resort to the trick of suspending the rules, 
until the House votes up of down Morrison’s 
inotion to table Haines’ appeal.

Senator Bell, of Peoria, got in one which 
proposes to wipe out the 2 per cent limitation 
in the matter of municipal revenues, and to 
allow City Councils, by a three-fourths vote, 
to levy atax not toexeeed 3g per cent for 
municipal purposes. 

Senator Morris, of Pope, introduced a bill 
appropriating $5,000 for the relief of the flood 
sufferers at Kose Clare, Hardin County, and 
a joint resolution providing for the appolut- 
ment ofa joint committee of seven, three 
from the Senate and four from the House, to 
visit Shawneetown and the flooded district 
thereabouts at once, and report without un- 
necessary delay the condition of the inhabit- 
antsin that exceedingly wet region. The 
resoluviop, owing to the lack of a quorum, 
went over until tomorrow. 

Senator Torrance, of Livingston, Intro- 
duced a couple of bills, the purpose of which 
istoamend the lawin regard tothe selec 
tion of grand patree. The evils of the pres- 
ent system, under which grand juries afe se- 
leeted by County Boards and their make-up 
subject to political and other extraneous in- 
tluences, have been dwelt upon in Tur Trib- 
UNE of late, and have suggested to Senator 
Torrance the necessity of at least attenipt- 
ing achange. His bills, M brief, propose to 
reduce the number of grand jurors from 
twenty-three to five, and to place their ap- 
polntment or selecti in the hands of the 
Judge of the Criminal Court. Three of the 
five are to constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of grand-jury business. These were 
the last bills for the day, and the Senate 
thereupon adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


TIE OFFICES. 

Gov. Hamilton will send in the names of 
his three Kailroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners tomorrow morning, provided there is 
a full Senate, as is likely te be the case, Lt 
is pretty definitly settled that the Chicago ap-

Gorton, who has made the least outward 
show of a contest, but whe took pains to see 
the Governor on his recent trip to Chicago. 
‘The man from the central part otf the State 
will be either Lewis or Phelps, and the bet- 
ting is about all on Lewis. ‘The southern 
appointment has given the Governor the 
most trouble of all. Strattan and Robinson 
are equally confident. 

STRATTON AND ROBINSON. 

The fight has settied down between them 
and the dark horse is out of the race. Kub- 
inson brought a ecross section or two of 
Wayne County here Saturday and today 
planted it in the Governor’s private office, 
Stratton thereupon turned in, pulled a few 
loose strings, and overwhelmed the Exec- 
utive with delegations from the Lower 
liouse. The first included three of the oldest 
and the second six of the youngest nempbers 
in that bedy. The Governor has a 
warm side for the House, and the 
visits were apparently not without their 
effect.

Legisiation in Indiana — A 
Newspaper Muss. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 26.—[Special,]— 

A considerable amount of business was 

transacted by the House today, but it was 

not of such a character as will add to the 
reputation of the body for usefulness. The 
bill to establish an Appellate Court in order 
to relieve the Supreme Court of the almost 
overwhelming burden of its docket, unani- 
mously recommended and urged by the State 
Bar Association as absolutely necessary to 


the speedy adininistration of justice, which 
the Constitution says shall not be denied, 
was killed. The report of the Conference 
Committee on the General Appropria- 
tion bill, agreeing to the amendments 
made by the Senate, the most important of 
which was the rider to the item for Purdue 
University, making the appropriation con- 
tingent upon the withdrawal of all regula- 
tlons against the existence of secret societies 
in the institution, was concurred in. ‘The 
bill abolishing the office of Treasurer of the 
City of Indianapolis and transferring its du- 
ties to the County Treasurer was passed. 

This morning the Sentinel, the Democratic 
State organ, Ditterly attacked Representa- 
tive Gibson, who acted as Speaker pro tem. 
Saturday, for declaring the House adjourned 
at noon that day until this morning. He says 
the reason for it lies in the - facet 
that Mr. Shoemaker, the proprietor of 
the paper, had been around the Speaker's 
desk ali that morning trying to induce him 
to take a printing billin which the Sentinel 
was interested, vut of its regular order and 
place it before the House, something which 
he had refused to do. The bill permits 
plaintilfs in legal cases to select the paper in 
which they shall do their advertising, in- 
stead of giving that power to the county offi- 
cers. It came up today and Mr. Gibson got 
even with the Sentinel by denouncing its 
proprietor, in the debate on the measure, 
as a “white livered worm that @Mhad 
spawned more maggots of political diser- 
ganization in the Democratic party than any 
man who had ever been a member of it.” 

But the party evidently likes that kind of 
a worm, as immediately on the close of Gib- 
son’s speech the bill passed by fifty-eight 
votes, the full Democratic party vote save 
Gibson’s. 

Friends of the Metropolitan Police bill are 
excited over a report which they believe to 
be true that a Republican conference was 
held jast night, and that in order to defeat 
the bill it was decided that all the Senators 
whose terms expire with this session should 
resign, and that a sufficient number of those 
holding over should also resign, thereby 
breaking up the Senate and compelling the 
Lieutenant-Governor to declare the Senate 
adjourned sine die. 

Senator Bandy offered a resolution today 
providing for an investigation of the State 
Treasury, alleging in the preamble that the 
700,000 turned over to the present State 
‘Treasurer was not in cash, but in certificates 
and cheeks, and are not now in the vaults of 
the Treasury, but are loaned by the present 
‘Treasurer of the State to certain banks of 
the City of Indianapolis, and that by law the 
loaning of said funds by the Treasurer or 
keeping them elsewhere than in the vaults 
of* the ‘Treasurer is a misdemeanor, 
ard the funds of the State 
are in danger of being lost, as the bond of the 
‘Treasurer of the State is only $150,000, while 
the funds for which he is accountable at this 
time amount to four times thatsum. By a 
strict party vote of % to 19, the Senate de- 
clined to consider the resolution. 

The Democrats held a caucus tonignt to 
consider the situation of the Metropolitan 
Police bill in view of the threat of Repub- 
lican Senators to resign in order to deteat it. 
Speaker Bynum was instructed to with- 
hold his signature to the General Ap- 
propriation bill until after .the Police 
bill is passéd, and thus foree the Republicans 
to accept the medicine, or necessitate the 
calling of an extra session, which would in- 
volve the expense of special elections to fill 
the vacancies occasioned by the resignations. 
What the Kepublicans will do under this 
state of affairs cannot be stated.

Concluding Sessions of the Nebraska

Regarding Jones A Lauaghiins. 

—A 
dispatch was received here from Chicago 
this evening asking for particulars of the 
failure of Jones & Laughiins, of the Ameri- 
can lron-Works. The story was telegraplied 
toanumber of papers East and West last 
night.

There has not been a 
rumor on the streets or anywhere elise in this 
community out of which it could have been 
legitimately coined. ‘The firm is one of the 
oldest and wealthiest in the city. Cashier 
Seully, of the First National Bank, where 
Messrs. Jones & Laughiins doa large buasi- 
ness, says they are worth at least $33,000,000 
over all liabilities; that they are not borrow- 
ers, and have no paper out. This bold at- 
tempt to injure the iron trade of Pittsburg 
couses considerable feeling in business cir- 
cles, 


It was vaguely reported on the street yes- 
terday that the Pittsburg iron house of 
Jones & Laughiins had failed, anda reporter 
called at the office of the Chictige branch of 
the house, No. 23 West Lake street, to as- 
certain the facts. He was informed by a 
representative of the firm that the report was 
untrue, and that there was no foundation for 
it whatever. Hle had learned that it had 
come from Milwaukee, and did not 
stand why it had been putin circulation. - A 
representative of a business agency heard 
the same rumor and dropped in to investi- 
gate it, but wentaway without having any 
failure to report. ‘The gentleman informed 
the reporter that he couid publish the fact 
that the firm did notowe any one, and that 
any one who did have a just claim would 
have it paid on presehtation. 


Suspension of a National Bank at Union 
City. Pa, 

Entre, Pa., Feb. 2%.—The First National 
Bank of Union Mills, at Union City, in this 
county, closed its doors Saturday afternoon. 
It is believed the depositors will be paid in 
full, but the stockholders may lose some- 
thing. The suspension is thought to be due 
to depreciation in real estate, with which the 
bank has been loaded up for years.

Story of an Inmate of a Pennsy!vania 
Institution for the Insane—Cruelty of 
the Attendants.

Insane Asylum investigation was resumed 
today. The morning session was taken up 
entirely with the testimony of D. C. C. Car- 
roll, an inmate in 1879 He stated that when 
he was first taken there he was used very 
roughly: he refused to take medicine, and 
was kuoecked down, kicked, and choked. 
After the second day he never Pfeceived any 
more abuse, but saw plenty of, others mal- 
treated. One of the worst cases was that of 
a patient named Myers. Harper, an attend- 
ant, appeared to have a special dislike 
for Myers, and abused him on ail oc- 
casions. One day a patient named Lovell 
struck Myers, and knocked him against a 
bench; when l[larper rushed in with a 
leather strap, and struck Myers on the back 
with the buckle and chased him into a cell. 
llarper had a bunek of keys with which he 
used to strike patients in the face. Witness 
was placed in a cell with two others, one of 
whom was uncontrollably filthy; the veutila- 
tlon was poor and the atmosphere unbear- 
able. The straw ticks were not changed, and 
were Often coated with filth Anotner case 
was that of a patient named Swanson, a tall 
and slim man, subject to fits. One day Swan- 
son lost his sock and couldn’tfind it. Anat- 
tendant named Jamison said he would make 
iim find it, and struck him... They clinched 
and fell, Swanson ontop. Jamison managed 
to get up first, however, and began kicking 
Swanson about the body in a brutal manner. 
The latter pleaded for him toquit, and offered 
a regular prayer to God for bely. He then 
went into a fit, and Jamison left him lying on 
the floor,

This list of those who help: pay the taxes 
to the protected bosses, without even osten- 
sibly getting any benefit from it, could be 
very much enlarged if the census went into 
any such detail that we could separate, for 
instance, the iron and steel industries. into 
those which are original and subsidiary. If 
the Pennsylvania makers of pig-iron are 
helped by the tariff all the derivative manu- 
factures of iron that must use taxed raw ma- 
terial are certainly hurt just.as the makers 
of agricultural implements are injured by 
the tax on steel, A large part of the 234,208 
miners whom we have not included are as 
certainly victims of protection as any other 
class of the contmunity. Al the bituminous- 
coal diggersin the West, all those employed 
in rich iron mines which, as the great iron 
miner, Mr. Hewitt, declared, need no help 
from the tariff, the copper miners, whom we 
have shown to be paid less than the average 
wages, the anthracite-coal miners of Penn- 
sylvania, who are among the most wretched 
workers in this country, the gold and silver 
miners—all these should be subtracted. Of 
the 310,535 operatives in the cotton, woolen, 
and silk mills,a large proportion labor in 
branches that are native and could not be 
crushed out of existence. The Southern cot- 
ton mills are exporting their goods to South 
Awnerica and Asia. 

We are far within the limits of fact in put- 
ting down the number of those who are iIn- 
cluded within the delusive circle of “ pro- 
tection ” at less than 1,009,000 out of the total 
of 3,887,112 reported as engaged in manu- 
facturing, mechanical, and mining occu pa- 
tions. 

Industrially, then, the situation of this 
country is: 

Population to be supported, 50,155,783. 

Number to do the work, 17,392,099, 

Of these, 1,000,000 tax-eaters produce a def- 
icit that must be made good by taxation. 

Proportion of victims to beneficiaries of 
protection, 50 to 1. 

But this is only the ostensible proportion. 
Inasmuch as we have found that the iron, 
silk, cotton, woolen, coal, and other em- 
ployés of protected bosses recelve less than 
the average rate of wages, it is evident that 
there is a lesser ring within this 1,000,000 that 
manages to pocket the proceeds of taxes that 
are submitted to by the people in the belief 
that they go to the support of labor. There 
are, in truth, but a few score or syndicates, 
like the steel-rail makers, that get the good 
of these taxes that come out of the comforts 
and necessities of 50,000,000 people. They are 
growing richer, while the operatives and 
artisans of Pittsburg and Fal! River are year 
by year getting poorer. 

PROBABLE FAILURE OF THE MEXICAN 
TREATY. 

It now seems most likely that this Congress 
will add to its other sins of omission a failure 
to ratify the reciprocity treaty with Mexico. 
This is very much to be regretted. The more 
the treaty has been understood the more 
popularit has become. Most of the objec- 
tions urged against it while its provisions re- 
mained unknown to the general public were 
dissipated by a consideration of its text when 
published, 

ry was prejudiced at first in the public re- 
gard by the statement that its real motive 
was s0toenlarge the free list as to deprive 
the Mexican Government of the revenue 
needed to pay the subsidies it had pledged to 
lines that would be competitors of the Grant 
and Gould roads. But it was seen upon re- 
flection that if this were true the treaty could 
s0 Operate only by creating new and enrich- 
ing currents of commercial intercourse that 
would be of the greatest possible benefit to 
both countries, whatever might be the results 
to this or that corporation. 

In Mexico a nation of consumers waits 
only for relief from its terrible tariff to buy 
immense quantities ot American manuu- 
factures—such, for instance, as our agricult- 
ural implements—and it has exhaustiess 
facilities for producing many articles that 
are needed by us. The ratification of the 
reciprocity treaty would make Mexico, so 
fur as its commerce is concerned, one of the 
States of the Union. It would, widen the 
area Of a free commerce that has been of 
such proved benefit within the. political 
boundaries of the United States. 

in the truest sense this treaty would be 
“protective” of American manufaetures. 
The Mexican tariff is one of the most op- 
pressive in force in any quarter. Its custom. 
houses are the most corrupt. Our manufact- 
ures have reached a pointef development 
where an extension of the fereign markets 
has become a necessity for the profitable em- 
ployment of their capacity of production. A 
very important step in this extension would 
be made by the adoption of the Mexican 
treatv.

In the meantime your committee 
are of decided opinion that no work of channel 
improvement sbouid be undertaken at avy other 
pointuntil the works at these two points are 
thoroughly tested and their efficacy completely 
established. 

The nature of “ the expensive plant” re- 
ferred to by the committee may be judged 
from the following dispatch to the Chicago 
Evening Journal of yesterday, purporting 
to be an interview with an old river man: 

The tirst thing they do when an appropriation 
is madé to improve a river of harbor is togo to 
work and build a dredge. The appropriations 
themselves do not direct the expenditure of tne 
money in this way, but they doit nevertheless. 
So the money of the first year is generally used 
upio this way. Then there must be adjuncts to 
these dredges, soows for carrying off the mud, 
floating quarters for officers and men, and a 
steam-tug for moving it about. Aad there goes 
the second year’sappropriation. So then a third 
is mecessary to really begin the work, which 
ehoulid bave been peariy ended, and a fourth, 
and fifth, and sixthare required to varry it on 
and keep this costly machinery in use, 

‘* And these dredges are built witbout author- 
ity of jaw, do you gay?” 

* Except that the law is twisted @o allow the 
money appropriated for the genera! improve- 
ment of the river or burbor to be used for this 
purpose. Why, Congress has never appropriated 
money for more than three dredges, vet more 
than fifty of them have been buiit in the last 
few years out of the money appropriated by 
these river ano hurbor bills.” 

** Aud what do they cost;”’ 

* With all the accompanving articles men- 
tioned a moment since, they cost $100,000 apiece.” 

So this seems to account for about $5,000,000 
of the money put into river and barbor bills in 
the last few yeart. 

The above statement as to the expensive 
character of the machinery employed by the 
engineers in charge of the improvements is 
corroborated by the testimony of the special 
correspondent of Tie TRIBUNE who visited 
Plum Point last November and gave the fol- 
lowing description of some of the iniplements 
in use there:

They are builtona 
flatboat, which is moored to the bank, and are 
elaborately fitted up at Government expense 
with piavos, sideboards, etc. This shocked the 
committee also. 

The dispatches this morniag give cumulat- 
ive testimony on this point, the plantat Pium 
Point being thus described by Capt. Knight, 
of the Engineers: 

The plant consists of one headquarters boat, 
one machine boat and outtit of some twenty 
pile-drivers complete, four 200-foot mattress 
bouts, six 200-foot screen bouts, six 100-foot 
inattress boais, forty barges, six quarter boats. 
Ithink the headquarters boat cost $6,000; the 
machine boat and outfit, $10,000; twenty pile- 
drivers complete, covering bull and super- 
structure, wich embraces on every fourth 
driver a boarding-house for the other three, 
boiler, force-pump, teed-pump, hoisting engine, 
and leads, 36,00) each; total, $120,000; for the 
four 200-foot mattress boats, $82,00u; for the six 
2U0-foot screen boats, $36,000; six 100-foot mat- 
tress boats, $15,000; forty barges, $88,000; six 
quarter boats, $24,000; total, $341,000. 


Thus about one-half of the entire appro- 
priation for this reach has been expended in 
equipment for the work. 

The extracts which we have here given 
tell their own story. Lt is not necessary that 
we should add one word of comment to 
them. ‘The work of river improvement has 
been concentrated at Plum Point Reach and 
Lake Providence Reach. Plum Point Reach 
is sixty miles above Memphis. Lake Provl- 
dence Reach is seventy miles above Vicks- 
burg. The Mississippi River Commission al- 
lowed $700,000 from the last river and har- 
bor grab to the Pluim Point Regech and $65,- 
000 to the Lake Providence Keach. ‘The 
special committee of Congress have recom- 
mended a large additional appropriation to 
continue these works, Yet the best informa- 
tion at hand is that the floods have made 
sal havoc with the improvements thus far 
completed. And the floods ia the Lower 
Mississippi have but just begun. The prob- 
ability is that before low water is again 
seen in the Mississippi River not a trace of 
the Quixotic endeavors to control its current 
will remain. Nouthing will be left to tell the 
story of the vain and puny efforts to drain 
these mighty torrents except the “ piledriv- 
ers” aud the “ $50,009 hydraulice-graders,” 
and pussibly tue Government piano of

TWO CORONATIONS. 

A coronation happened a few days ago and 
another will happen a few weeks hence, if it 
is not blown skyhigh by some of the mon- 
arch’s happy subjects, which suggest some 
fine contrasts. The crowned monarch is 
Kalakaua, Majesty of all the Hawaiian Is!- 
ands; the monarch to be crowned Its Alex- 
ander IIL, Czar of all the Russias. An un- 
prejudiced consideration of the contrasts be- 
tween them cannot but result in the convie- 
tion that Kalakaua is the more fortunate of 
the two, though he has no power at all, while 
Alexander is an autocrat. Kalakaua has an 
American Vizier named Gibson to run his 
Kingdom for him, and tell him what to doin 
every emergency, while Alexander has to 
run his own Kingdom and not venture out- 
doors to consultany one. It was not even 
necessary for Kalakaua to be crowned. He 
has ruled already ten years without 
throne, crown, or sceptre, but Gibson 
thought it was a little behind the times tor 
his monarch to rule any longer without the 
customary insignia, so he fitted him out in 
good shape. He had two thrones built, one 
in London and one in Boston, and two 
crowns made, one for Mr. and one for Mrs. 
Kalakaua, both of real gold and both costing 
the sanie, so that there should be no bicker- 
ings in the royal household about the re- 
spective values of their headgear. The Czar 
of Russia, on the other hand, must be 
crowved, will he nil he, though there has 
never been an eventin his life to which he 
has looked forward with more fear and 
trembling lest he rise higher than monarch 
ever rose before and come down without 
any further use for throne or crown. 

The ceremonies attendant upon the coro- 
nation of Kalakaua were gorgeous. There 
was nothing mean about Gibson in giving 
his monarch a good send-off. The natives 
had to foot the bills, and Gibson did not stint 
in anything, though the natives are as mad 
as wet hens about it, as they have no use for 
a King with a crown on his head, and it will 
take about all the money they have to pay 
for his toggery. The pageant reminds one 
of the famous doings in the Duchy of Gerol- 
stein, and Gen. Boum himself did not swell 
with more pride at the head of his forces 
than did Kalakaua after he was arrayed in 
the spangled and dazzling uniform of the 
liawaiian army, which now numbers full 300 
men. He had an amphitheatre specially 
built, and bearers of his jewels, sceptre, the 
sword of state, the crowns and the feather 
cloak and some other paraphernalia known 
as the paloua and the puloulou, and they 
made quite a gorgéous procession. He 
bought ali the gold lace he could afford and 
ornamented his subjects with it until the 
supply gave out. He hadn’t many trumpets, 
but they were blown very loud, and when 
the coronation was over tbere was a tri- 
umphant salvo from twelve muskets which 
proclaimed the end of the ceremony. 
Kalakaua was bravely attired in a white coat 
and blue trousers, and Mrs. Kalakaua’s ruby 
velvet dress was the envy of all the other 
women. The only damperupon the occasion 
was the want of enthusiasm among the 
handful of natives. They will growl still 
more when the bills come in, but the King 
and his good lady had a splendid time, and 
Gibson was radiant, for now his monarch Is 
as completely equipped as Victoria or Kaiser 
Wilhelm, if not as expensively, and no one 
knows how much the power behind the 
throne may have made in commissions on the 
pageantry. 

As compared with the jubilation of this 
monarch of Claus Spreckels’ and Gibson’s 
bailiwick and the publicity of his ceremony, 
how strange appear the reserve and timidity 
of Alexander! Kis close upon the time for 
his ceremony, and yet we have been voueh- 
safed no other details than that Rubinstein 
is going to conduct an orchestra of a thou- 
sand pieces, and that a huge table will be 
spread upon which several thousand pies 
will be served to the multitude. Pie and 
fiddies! When Marie Antoinette was in- 
formed that her subjects were starving for 
want of bread she asked why they did not 
eat cake. The people of Russia are asking 
for bread, for money, for the rigpt to their 
lands and their crops, for representative

dead loss. This is not an encouragement for 
liberal appropriations, yet itis what a commit- 
tee of Congress reports as the practical state of 
the case. lt appears that the more money is 
spent upon mattresses tostrengthen the bank 
and control the current the more mattresses 
there are to be washed away; and that the 
washing-away operation cannot be stopped un- 
less mattresses are placed on both banks for the 
whole length of the river at one and the same 
period of low water; and it further appears that 


the more the channeiis deepened by limitation 
of width the more that cantankerous river will 
go out of ite deepened channei and make for it- 
seif a new wide and shallow channel, such as it 
loves, through somebody's farm. Upon the 
whole we imagine this country will have to con- 
sider once more the much-negiected plan for 
the improvement of the Mississippf suggested 
by Capt. Cowdon, an old river steamboat Cap- 
tain, tomake outlets and cut-offs, and help the 
floods to discharge themselves faster. That is 
the best that can be done. The levee and mat- 
tress plan merely eats up public funds, but does 
navigation no good,

Ix THE COMMONS—PARNELL’S SPEECH. 

Loxpon, Feb. 26.—lirthe House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Parnell mdéved his amend- 
ment to the address inreply to the speech 
from the throne, attacking the executive in 
Ireland for the adininistrauon of the Crimes 
act. The language of the amendment is 
yery violent. He refers to “ unjust execu- 
tions.” In moving the amendment Mr. Par- 
nell said, if there had been any reduction in 
the number of outrages in Ireland, it ts only 
because the people are being kept down by 
the brutal, terrible Coercion act, administered 
in a brutal, terrible way. He 
pointed to the fact that hardly 
any person arrested under the curfew clause 
had been convicted, and showed that the 


power to arrest was abused. He complained 


ef the condict of the Irish Judges, mostly 
appointed for political reasons, and therefore 
unfit to try political causes. When the peo- 
ple saw juries packed and Judges turned to 
Crown Prosecutors, all sympathy with law 
and order was destroyed, and the people in- 
evitably became the abettors of crime. If 
the Government, after the Phenix Park mur- 
ders, had relied on the sympathy of the peo- 
ple instead of upon a tyrannical act, lreland 
would have been pacified. He protested 
against the proclaniation of meetings and 
the prosecution of the press. Freedom of 
speech did not exist in Iveland, Ila

His expioration of Siberia and Finland is uni- 
versally regarded as a masterpiece of scientific 
research. In Russia, the [mperiail Geograpbical 
Society bas published the great work iu which 
be bas set forth the results of his examination 
of the geological system of Finland. In France 
heis known as the nuthor of the important 
chapters on Russia contained im the Geoyraphic 
Uneverselle of M. Kliace Reclus. In Evgiand he 
bas contributed during revent years to such pe- 
riedicals as Proceedings of the Royal Geoyraphical 
Socety, Nature, Fortnightly Review, Nineteenth 
Century, and others; while most of the articles 
on Russian geograpy in the new edition of the 
Eneyolopedia Britannica are by him. Believmg 
bim to be capabie of much that in his absence 
must necessarily remain uiiaccomplisbed in the 
interest of science, which is the interest of bu- 
tmanity, we implore your interference, and en- 
treat that you will be pleased to restore him to 
the pursuits in which he excels and to the 
studies to which he has devoted his high abili- 
ies. 
” We make this appeal in the firm persuasion 
that the sentence pussed upon him is practically 
a sentence of death. It is known that bis health, 
broken by the hardship to which be was exposed 
during bis journeys through Siberia, was fur- 
ther impaired by bis long sojourn as a political 
prisoner in a Russian fortress, and that he is 
afflicted by gustric disease and witha severe 
form of scurvy. To deprive him of fresh air and 
of bodily freedom will be rapidly and surely to 
develop those ailments, and toinilict upon him 
mucb physical suffering and premature death. 

In the hope that you will favorably entertain 
this petition your memorialists will ever pray.

STONE CONDUITS, 
Mr. Calvin Detrick, President of the National 
Continuous Stone Conduit Company, of New 
York, is in the city... This company, it will be 
remembered, rec@fitly obtained a-license from 
the Secretary of State to do business in L[ilinois. 
It is one of the several com petitggs for the work " 
of furnishing underground conduits for tele- 
graph, telepbone, and electric-light wires in Chi- 
cago. Thistyle of conduit is somewhat novel, 
and therefgreen tied to a brie* description. In 
the first place a french must De dug, g@he same 
as for the reception of any offer kind of con- 
duit. In this trench is placed a machine, some 
seven feet long, which is agesurt of movabie 
moid, worked by alever. It is fed, througn a 
hopper, with cement mixed with sand. Every 
motion of the lever advances the umechine one 
foot, and at the same time leaves bebind us a 
record a lineal foot of concre conduit, sume 
twelve incoes in diameter, wittany number of 
ci ar boles or tubes 4esired. Inafew hours 
the Concrete becomes etope and perMunent, and 
the telegraph or telephotie wiles muay- n be 
drawn through the tubes in a simple way. The 
process of making “the couduit is much like 
saAusage-stufling, although the skin—the ma- 
chine—is quickly drawn off after having served 
as a inoid, and the stuffing is left to take care 
of itself. The cost of this style of conduit is 
said to be very sma!

The local money market was active and steady 
yesterday. The banks reported an increased 
demand for loahs, a greal deal of money be ing 
wanted to provide for the accruing responsibili- 
ties of March 1, including Board of Trade busi- 
ness. There are, bowever, ample funds on band 
ut the banks to meet all requirements, and a lit- 
tle more money than usual was eteres on (he 
street yesterday. The latter is “going” at 6 
per cent when borrowers are willing to take the 
amounts offered, while the bank rate is quoted 
firm at 7 per cent. Large quantities of money 
are moving out to the country, and collections 
are reported to be rather siow, but not more 50 
than is usual at this time of the year. 

The aggregate of ciearings of the Chicago 
banks was $8,100,000, being about $100,000 leas 
than the total for Saturday. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$37,188, spirits paying $29,545, cigars and to- 
bacco $5,379, and beer $1,9@. 

Eastern exchange was quoted a shade firmer 
at a discount of T5@S0c per $1,000 between bauks, 
Large quantities of cash are being received 
from New York, but there are some indications 
of a stackening of the movement. 

Foreign exchange was duil and quoted weak, 
but with little ehange in figures. Steriing was 
quoted at 483@456, with actual transactions at 

2244@485\4; Eogiish documentary was rated at 
470% @is0yy and 45044554 fur time and sight. 
Continental exchange was dull, as follows: 
Bankers’ francs, 68214 @517',; documentary bilis, 
f4% and 52055; bangers’ marks, 444.2544; doeu- 
mentary marks, $4494. There is a rather 
active movement of bog product towards Ger- 
man ports, which are understood to be open till 
the Ist of Marcb. That is bringing out some Ger- 
map gold to be applied against the produce. 

The New York stock market was irregular 
yesterday. Wabash and Missouri Paeific were 
depressed, some Sald by a Dear hammering, 
which, however, failed to depress the entire list, 
and stocks were firmer. lt was remarked that 
the above-noted feature iu the market may be 
accepted as a sign of retureing strength in the 
general situation, as beretofore a break in’ ove 
stock has generally been the signa! for a decline 
in most of the rest. he later feeling was dull, 
however, and rather Deavy. 

Some parties hint thas the Wall-street bears 
are doing their best to depress the market be- 
fore the natural rebound that may be looked for 
on the cessation of troubles from snow and 
floods: An outsider might think, however, that 
the depression due to snow bDiockades and 
water submergence bas been already felt. The 
damage is known, Or pretty accurately esti- 
mated, in most cases, and it is now late enough 
in the winter to permit the hope that there wiil 
not be another snow biockad 

The cynics in Wall street shy that the Grand 
Trunk is seriously interfering with the business 
of the Michigan Central and Canada Southern.

The leading produce markets were rather 
quiet yesterday, and averaged easier, with little 
business on outside account. Large receipts in 
grain with moderate weather were reasons for 
weakness, especially as the British markets 
were tending lower on breadstuffs. 

Provisions were rather quiet and averaged 
lower. Pork declined 1c, rallied, and ciosed 5c 
below the tatest prices of Saturday. Lard dee 
clined 5c, and closed 2\4c lower than forty-eight 
hours previously. Meats closed 2%@5c lower, 
after declining 7c. The local hog market was

some lard holders sold freely at the out- 
set, being perhaps incited thereto by the 
weakness in grain; and when they got through 
the market turned a little, but could not be 
called strongat anytime during the session. 
There were free buyers of May lard at anything 
under $11.70, from whieh it is inferred that there 
were a good many purchasing orders in hand 
limited to that figure, but not much else was 
wanted, Meats were said to be in fair shipping 
demand at the offices of packers, but nothing ia 
the shape of an active inquiry cropped out on 
‘Change.

KANSAS CANE-GROWERS. 


Second Annual Mecting of the Associa<- 
tion—Sorghum-Growing New BRecog- 
nized as One of the Material Indus- 
tries of the State. 

ToreKa, Kas., Feb. 24.—|Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The second annual meeting of 
the Kansas Cane-Growers’ Association was 
held in this city durmg the week, there be- 
ing a large attendance of the representative 


‘growers and sirup manufacturers of the 
’ State. 


in opening the convention the acting 
President, by request of the association, gave 
his experience as a sorghum-grower. Mr. 
Stout, who resides in Doniphan County, has 
cultivated cane for three years. The first 
year he put in about twenty acres, and his 
neighbors told him he would never plant 
any more. The next year he planted 100 
acres, and last season he increased the 
amount to 10 acres. This year he expected 
to add another hundred acres. 

in Mr. Stout’s judgment the value of the 
sorghum crop to Kansas is incalculable and 
its importance is being more impressed and 
recognized each year. He thought that Kan- 
sas would intime produce not only all the 
sirup, but also all the sugar she consumed, 
Amore important consideration, however, 
was the great value 9f the crop as food for 
the thousands of cgttle upon the plains. He 


regarded the stock interest of Kansas as her 
most unfailing and reliable source of pros- 
perity, and stated that in sorghum-cane the 


-stockmen would find a feed which is not ex- 


celied by corn for fattening qualities, and 
has the additional merit of being at all times 
a certain crop. Cattle will wfuter on svor- 
ghum and come out in the spring looking as 
well as if they had been fed on blue grass. 
Sorghum can be cut twice a year with ad- 
vantage. ltisasafecrop on new land, and 
when fed to catéle they eat the entire cane, 
not wasting it like they do cornstalks. 

Another member stated that several years 
ago he received a small package of seed from 
the Agricultural Bureau in Washington. He 
planted it. ia sod, digging out square holesin 
the ground with a spade. It was planted 
four feet each way and covered about one- 
fourth of an acre. From that smal! area he 
eut about a ton anda half of cane. His 
share after giving one-half the product to the 

ill was fourteen gallons of sirup. He 
thought that was a good return, and had in- 
creased his Planting each succeeding year. 
An informal discussion was participated in 
wa members conce the modes of 
pianting and cultivating. It was stated that 
early sowing was unpropitious, as the weeds 
grew faster than the cane. The best results 
were said to be from June plantings with 
seed swollen before sowing. ‘The largest re- 
ported yield was from broadcast sowing, al- 
though some were in favor of the drill, and 
others of sowing both ways, the same as with 
corn. Iberiun and Minnesota amber cane 
were generally used, but the amber seemed 
to be the most popular.

As feed someof the hutriment 
was wasted by curing, but substantially all 
the valuabie qualities were retained through 
the winter. Jn answer to a question as to 
how one could tell when the cane-jJuice was 
boiled enough, it was stated that sac- 
charometer would accurately register the 
degree desired, and to such as were without 
an instrument the escapement of dry bub- 
bles from the boiling sirup would indicate 
the same fact. 

In general, the average yield, according to 
the experience of these present, was 125 gal- 
lons to the acre. It was thought that by 
present methods about 50 per cent of the 
sugar in the cane issaved, and the other 30 
per cent should be figured as expenses. The 
question of skimmings was next considered, 
and they were thought to vecupy the same 
relation to the sorghum-maker as bran and 
shorts to the farmer. it was thrown away 
by many mills, but was valuable food for 
hogs, and one member said its greatest value 
was for the manufacture of vinegar. The 
price mentioned most frequently was 55 to 40 
cents per gallon, but a good article cow- 
maaded more, and the Hutchinson refinery 
had sold large quantities at 65 to 90 cents, 
competing with the best New Orleans prod- 
ucts, 

MR. W. P. CLEMENT, 


an experienced grower and sirup-manufact- 
urer, now located at Sterling, contributed 
the following interesting paper on “ ‘The 
pugeeane Industry in the Arkansas Val- 
ey”’: 

Asa fieldfor the sugar industry Southwest 
Kansus commends itself to the attention of 
furmersand manufacturers as no uther Nortbern 
State can do, because it possesses a soll and cli- 
inate perfectly adapted to the growth of cane. 
Our experiments, aud beyond these our success- 
ful production of syrup and of sugar on a limited 
scale, extending over a period of two years, af- 
ford a matter-of-fact guarantee that makes its 
own showing. There are six sugar-milis in the 
Arkansas Valley, and they represent a capital 
of $200,000 invested in the business. Their con- 
centration in this place was no accident. They 
were established by practical men who, it may 
be safely assumed, bad traveled the country 
over in search of the most suitable natural con- 
ditions before deciding ona location, The re- 
sults achieved have, [ toiuk, justified the choice. 

Kansas is primarily an agricuitural State. It 
grows almost every crop that can be cultivated 
10 @ temperate climate. Far enough soutp to 
avoid the rigors of a northern winter, it enjoys 
an open coid season, neitner long continued nor 
inconvenient. The working days in each year 
certainly number 300. The summers are warm 
and dry, the atmospnere is clear, the soil warm 
and light, at least in the southwestern counties, 
where sugar-factories are located—condivionps 
exactly suited to the growth and maturity of 
umber cane. 

THERE IS A MARKED PECULIARITY 

in the distribution of rainfall over different sec- 
tions of Kansas. In twe far west the climate 
is dry to excess; 
euougo for- Many crops; 
during the growing montds of spring and sum- 
mer. ‘Now it is a tact that caae thrives best in 
a comparatively dry region, and we tiud that 
the peculiar conditions of atinospheric dry- 
ness which prevail in the Upper Arkansas Val- 
ley promote a growto of rich cane giving higber 
tests of saccharine strength than bave been 
ehown by any other Northern State. The work- 
ing average for the last season as reported by 
the tactories bere is 10 degrees B., some testings 
reaching 15 degrees and even as bigb as M4 de- 
grees. This strength of juice represents, of 
vourse, the cowparative vaiue of the cane for 
sirup production, and is one very strong argu- 
ment in favor ef Kansas as a tield for the sugar 
industry. Ooe factory reports a working aver- 
age of 12 degrees B., the analysis manifesting 
au exponent of 75 per cent, or the equal of the 
ribbon cane of the South. 

The soil is a lignt loam, better suited to cane

of the midsummer months, during -which our 
sirup- making is at its bight, besides hastening 
the growth of the cane and storing it with 
abundant juices, assures also au important 
saving of money and labor. It converts the 
bagasse into a perfect fuelin twenty-four bours; 
and with so great certainty. indeed, can the dry 
atmosphere of this section be depended on to do 
its work throughout the summer season that no 
other fuel is needed in the operation of the 
factory. The same labor that would elsewhere 
be required to remove the bagasse from 
the mili here suffices to return the 
waste to the furnace, practically removing 
all expense of fuel. The saving in this item 
alone amounts to 5U per cent of the expeuse of 
operating where coal is used, in addition to ef- 
fectively and immediately disposing of tne 
waste. Bagusse is a better fuel than either 
wood or coal. It ignites quicker and makes 
steam faster. We should not be willing to ex- 
change it for coal or wood delivered at our 
door. It has a certain value, it is well known, 
as a raw product for the manufacture of paper, 
but it is more valuable to us for our furnaces. 

In common with the rest of the State, the Ar- 
kansas Vailey counties possess abundant mar- 
keting facilities.
